Basically, I set aside two nights to align the radio. I used a URM-25D 

signal generator, a frequency counter, and a magnifying glass to help assure 
that I returned to the same place every time I changed the main tuning dial.... 
I followed the book exactly and was very, very careful not to disturb slugs 

in transformers that had to be tuned on two different bands that did not need 
to be during whatever procedure I was doing... 


After aligning each band numerous times, I reached a point where I could not 
increase the voltmeter reading any more....and I went back and started over, 
from the beginning....yes, I am a little loonier now than before... 


The second alignment progressed rapidly and when I got thru, I checked dial 
calibration against WWV on the top four bands....a little tiny bit of tweaking, 
and I had the rig spot on on 2.5, 5, 10, 15, and 20mc.... 


I ended up spending at least 8 hours on the alignment and I believe that 

using the counter and the magnifying glass helped out a little in getting 

the linearity of the rig settled down...returning to an exact spot on the 

main dial with the same frequency ( within about 10 cycles ) has got to 

make a differnce...I hope, ;-)))....I am going to an SK sale this saturday 

and one of the things on the list is another URM-25D, it would be nice 

to have one of these set on each frequency extreme used in the tuning procedure 
and just switch the signal injection cable from generator to generator... 

that alone would save a few minutes on each frequency change! 


The rig works nice now, well, as nice as a receiver can be that has 100kc dial 
increments on the 31m shortwave band! If only the 51J-4 would have been crossed 
with the 180 to give the great stability of the Collins with its selectivity and 
1kc dial readout, but have the 180's rudimentary passband or vernier tuning, 
slot filter, product detector, sideband selection, AVC selection, well, come 

to think of it, if Collins would have only made a general coverage 75A-4, then 
that would come close to being the perfect BA receiver! 


One thing that I have been advised on about the 180 series is to be very, very 
careful not to bugger up the IF transformers, etc., by getting cleaning gunk 

in them, even the cleaners can get into the built-up components inside these 
transformers and coils and cause big headaches....Lon Cottingham, K5JV, warned 
me that some of the capacitors in the different antenna, oscillator, IF, etc., 
are a good candidate for the blue flame award if they get chassis cleaning gunk 
in them....I heeded his words on this 180A and used swabs wetted with 99% 
isopropanol with a little glass cleaner in it,and immediately wiped off with a 
soft cloth as my chassis cleaning method, no spray it down and scrub it with 
acid and small paint brushes this time! 


I've been sitting here listening to Spanish National Radio while composing this 


note on the 180AC and it sounds great! 


Good luck, hope I didn't wait too long to get this out!

But: one of my friends on the local 2 meter repeater here in 
Albuquerque pointed out that the Variac in his electrolytic 
capacitor reforming setup, Figure 3, is wired in backwards. The 
120 volt line is connected to the variable tap and the load is 
connected across the full winding. That's not the way to do it! 


Also, Larry shows a full wave bridge rectfier in his capacitor 
reforming setup.

There has been recent chatter about using modern 

Ham rigs for accurate signal sources and frequency 
measuring. True, I find mine a very useful tool. A word 
of caution, tho, depending on the vintage of ur radio. 
The old problem of "what's my frequency" was made 

more complicated with the advent of suppressed carrier 
modes. Some radios were design so that the readout 

was that of the suppressed carrier, others thought the 
center of the modulated bandwidth was the operating 
frequency. And then there are various methods of 
frequency offset for CW mode to put ur TX in the center 
of the other guys RX passband. A_ safe bet is to 


always use ur Xcvxr's FM mode where the unmodulated 
carrier will always be that of the readout. A nearly as 
good safe bet would be an unmodulated AM carrier if 

you don't have FM. Relying on a TUNE mode would 

be really scarey as that "carrier like" signal can be 
generated in many ways and end up on a frequency 

not that of the readout. 


See, there is a good use for rice boxes - keepin our 
boatanchors alive and well....

I seek the collective wisdom of the group. I have a TR4 that I picked up 
at a Hamfest that I have just fired up. When I first did this, there was no 
receive per se. After some tube substitutions, things improved. Most notably 
a substitution with AGC tube produced a permanent S5 reading with hardly any 
receive signal present. I eventually pulled all the working tubes from my 
TR4C and put them in the TR4. Receive was up there, not as good as the TRAC, 
but okay. However, when listening to SSB signals, the quality is extremely harsh 
compared to the TR4C. It is harder to clarify the signal, and then it seems 
almost like the filter is too narrow. That's the effect. 

Is this a problem of alignment, or is there something else going on here? 
My server had been down peroidically, and I hope to get your comments. 
Personal E mail seems to get through better.

I agree. This was one of the best issues of QST for awhile. 

I also agree about the Variac, but I personally would stick with the 
full wave recifier and avoid the half wave. If I remember correctly, that 
should be easier on the condensers. 


I do have a couple of questions for the group. Is it OK to eliminate the 
line bypass caps altogether with the three wire line cord. I have always 
left them installed (or replaced them). I have no problem modifying the 
rig as long as the change is documented and it is for the better. 


How long do 
...OppS, SOTTY.......... How long should the "Bring it Back to 
Life, Slowly" stage take? Depending on the age/condition of the gear, I 
usually leave it at 25 volts for 5 minutes, then at 50 volts for 5 to 
10 minutes, then 75 volts (or where the pilot lights or tube filaments 
just light) for another 10 minutes, then 100 volts for about 5 minutes. 
I have heard people say they extend this time over an entire weekend. 
I truly believe that is way too long, but since the condenser failure 
probably (??) happen soon, it there any reason to extend the time. 


Anyway, thanks for the article Larry. The comment that recommends 
buying up back issues of QST & the old handbooks is a bit of a problem 
for me. You just increased the competition. I regularly find old ARRL 
handbooks and full year sets of QST (1950--1980s) for a dollar or two!
